Philadelphia, Lynchburg, Va.; Bir- 
mingham, Atlanta and Kansas City 
are named as among the cities de- 
pending upon Savannah as one of their 
chief source of liquor. The Missou- 
ri city was added to the list last 
night, when officers seized trunks and 
suitcases containing nearly three 
hundred quarts of “White Horse” 
Scotch and “Old Lewis Hunter” whis- 
ky, placed on an outgoing train. 

Frustrate Schemes. 

The trunks and _ suitcases were 
consigned to Kansas City via 
Eirmingham. Federal agents stated 
that they had arrested persons here 
said to be from Lynchburg, had frus- 
trated schemes to ship, whisky to 
Philadelphia and St. Louis, and had 
arrested strangers suspected of being 
here to negotiate for shipments. 

For the past ten days, activities 
of the agents have been promoted on 
a large scale and over a thousand 
gallons of illegal liquors have been 
confiscated. 7 

Two Outlets. 

Judge Beverly D. Evans, in his 
charge to the federal grand jury yes- 
terday, declared that special efforts 
should be made to apprehend “the 
men higher up in the liquor traffic,” 
and asserted that they should be’ pros- | 
ecuted for felony.

Atlanta lodge now has nearly 1,800 
members, and the event on the: eve- 
ning of the 22d is expected to be one 
of the largest and most delightful af- 
fairs ever‘given by the club, It will 
be free to all members and their lady 
friends. - : 

The following are excerpts from a 
recent history of the founding of the 
order of Elks, prepared by one of its 
past grand exalted rulers: . 

“The dawn of February 6, 1922, 
marks an anniversary of keen inter- 
est to nearly 1,000,000 American men. 

“Fifty-four years ago—on February 
16, 1868— the now almost-forgotten 
fraternal order of the ‘Jolly Corks’ 
was disbanded, and the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks was 
born. ! 

New York Mother Lodge. 


“The first membership report in the 
archives of the Elks is dated Decem- 
ber 27, 1868. New Xork lodge; No. 
1, the mother lodge of order, w

“The fifty-fourth anniversary of 
the order’s birth shows a membership 
of more than 3818, Klks in more 
‘than 1,400 lodges that dot the United 
States of America. And the Elks of 
America are working to initiate their 
millionth member by July, 1922, when 
a grand lodge meets at Atlantic 
ity. 

“The body of the founder of this or- 
der rests today in Mount Hope cem- 
etery, Boston, Mass., beneath a great 
granite boulder bearing a bronze plate 
with the inscription : 

“Charles Algernon Sidney Vivian. 
Founder of the Order of [Eilks. Died 
March 20, 1880. Aged 834 years. A 
lover of -his kind, who founded a 
great order and in so doing: wrought 
mueh good.’ 

“Vivian, who was‘gthe presiding 
‘Jolly Cork’ at the momentous meeting 
in 1868 when the fourteen men voted 
to organize under the name of 
‘Elks,’ died in Leadville, Colo.; after a 
life of theatrical vicissitudes. that 
ranged from touring in affluence at 
the head of his own company, to being 
stranded penniless in Denver. 


Only One Charter Member Living. 


“Only in Elkdom’s archives and the 
memories of the few surviving ‘old- 
timers’ is. the history of the Jolly 
Corks held intact.

Ford offer by the senate agriculture 
committee were scheduled to begin 
tomorrow with the Tennessee gov- 
ernor and Major General Beach, chief 
of army engineers, on the list of 


witnesses, After they” were heard the 
committe expected to decide upon a 
program of futur. action involving 
the question of opening more pro- 
tracted investigations and sending a 
subcommitteé to Alabama to inspect 
the Muscle Shoals properties. At the 
same time the house military com- 
mittee will continue its sessions with 
J. W. Worthington appearing in the 
interests of the Ford offer and Theo- 
dore Swann, of Anniston, Ala., as its 
witnesses. 

The Alabama Power company pro- 
poses completion of the Wilson dam 
“without further advances or expendi- 
tures by the United States,” and the 
outright purchase of the Warrior pow- 
er plant, on the Gorgas river, which is 
situated on ground already owned by 
the.power company. 

The properties would be leased by 
the power company for a period of 50 
| years under the plan,-and be subject to 
“recapture by the government” at the 
termination of that time. They also 
would be operated subject to the pro- 
visions of the federal waterpower act 
under an operating license. 

iffers From Others. 

The offer is different from those re- 
ceived from Ford, Frederick C. Eng- 
strum, of Wilmington, N. C., or so: 
far as is known from that proposed 
by C. C. Tinkler, head of the Con- 
struction Company of North America, 
with headquarters in San Francisco.

Washington, February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Proposals were made before 
the interstate commerce commission 
lat the hearing yesterday by S. Davies 
Warfield, president of the National 
Association of Owners of Railroad 
Securities, preliminary to a report by 
the board of economics and engineer- 
ing appointed by the association ad- 
vocating methods for the economical 
handling of railroad equipment. 

Defining causes -leading to these 
proposals, Mr. Warfield said: 

“It was realized that unless sub- 
stantial economies resulting from co- 
ordination of the agencies of trans- 
portation could be instituted the com- 
mission would find it diffieult, with- 
out serious complaint from shippers, 
to raise rates to the point made nec- 
essary by the failure of the railroad 
administration to turn back _ these 
properties with either their expendi- 
tures adjusted to their income or in- 
come to necessary expenditures.” 

He pointed out that in asking con- 
gress in 1919 and 1920 to consider 
the enactment of legislation contain- 
ing reasonable and definite financial 
rate-making provisions to restore rail- 
road credit, conerete suggestions were 
offered through which economies 
would be secured. 

Regional Boards. 

“Recently,” said Mr. Warfield, 
“Secretary of Commerce Hoover reach- 
ed the conclusion, which we then 
urged, that regional boards were de- 
sirable for the heuring of disputes be-

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He said that congress had adopted 
the regional grouping of carriers for 
obtaining the aggregate value of rail- 
road property upon which the return 
from rates was to be based by the 
commission. “This country 
in size and through climatic and for 
other reasons the requirements ot, 
transportation vary in its different 
sections,” said Mr. Warfield; “‘what 
applies to one section may not neces- 
sarily apply to another.” 

Recognizes Needs. 


Referring to-the powers of the com- 
mission in this emergency, he said: 
“While congress did not stipulate in 
the transportation act all of the 
specific methods whereby economies 
in railroad administration may be 
enforced, the act does recognize their 
necessity, and delegates to the inter- 
state commerce commission the af- 
firmative power to prescribe the means 
to effect certain economies and the 
power to require the carriers to adopt 
every reasonable means of self-help.” 
Under the heading, “Consolidations 
of Facility Uses,” he said: ‘The 
commission is required to propose a 
plan for the consolidation of the rail- 
roads into a few large systems in the 
interest of economical operation. We 
have doubt as to whether the econo- 
mies that may be anticipated from 
the plan of railroad consolidations the 
commission has made public will suf- 
ficiently compensate the country for 
the curtailment of development the 
consolidations suggested may bring 
about. Furthermore, it would seem 
that to study and make effective con- 
solidations such as are proposed would 
involve considerable time and perhaps 
opposition. Conselhdations. that..are 
left permissive, to be gradually work- 
ed out, not enforced, will be helpful. 
We believe, however, that more ef- 
fective and immediate results can be 
obtained by first consolidating the use 
of railroad facilities rather than their 
corporate organizations. Through 
this process natural railroad alliances 
will be formed, which will be helpful 
in advancing corporate  consolida- 
tions.”’ 
May Fix Just Amount. 


He showed that under the act and 
in the public interest “the commission 
can cause a carrier to permit the use 
of a terminal or freight yard owned 
by it by other carriers, and in the 
event of a carrier failing to agree as 
to the terms for such use, the com- 
mission, may fix a just and reason- 
able amount. The true intent of the 
transportation act is to bring about, 
as far as legal and practicable, the 
recognition that the transportation 
system of the country must be regard- 
ed as a whole.” 

Coming to the subject of the report 
of the board to be presented, Mr. 
Warfield said: 

“Of all railroad facilities there is 
none that presents a greater oppor- 
tunity for joint use or co-ordinated 
relation than the railroad freight car. 
It is the hybrid of the hybrids. It has

Priest Accused |

Montreal, February 15.—Protest- 
ing his innocence, the Rev. Adelard 
Delorme, Catholic priest, charged with 
the murder of his half-brother, Raoul, 
un Ottawa university student, tonight 
pleaded: to be tried as soon as possible. 

“T know that I will be found inno- 
cent of the charge against me as soon 
as the enquete is completed,” hesaid. 

A preliminary hearing in the case 
was set for February 21, when the 
priest was arraigned before Judge Cus- 
son. The arraignment was in Camera, 
even newspapermen being excluded 
from the judge’s chamber, where it 
took place. 

The prisoner, who had lain aside his 
vestments and donned civilian clothes, 
was committed to Bordeaux jail to 
await trial. 

Raoul Delorme’s body was found 
lying on a snow bank in a suburb of 
Montreal on the morning of January 
7, death having occurred the night be- 
fore. There were six bullet holes in 
the head. Less than one week before 
the student had made a will naming 
the priest as chief heir and adminis- 
trator of the estate and a beneficiary 
of a $25,000 life insurance policy 
taken out at the priest’s direction.

VELVET BEAN RATES 
CUT 10 PER CENT 


Effective today, February 16, 
freight rates on velvet beans and cow- 
peas shipped on both interstate and 
intrastate movements in Georgia will 
be reduced 10 per cent, according to 
an order issued by the interstate 
commerce commission and announced 
Wednesday by Janes Perry, mem- 
ber of the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion. Mr. Perry received a telegram 
Wednesday from Jos ph Eastman, 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission, notifying him of the ac 
tion of the interstate commission. 

“When the general freight rate re- 
duction of 10 per cent on farm prod- 
ucts went into effect on.January 1 
velvet beans and cowpeas were omit 
ted from the list and as these prod- 
ucts are grown on a large scale in 
Georgia the matter became. one of 
much importance to the farmers,” 
Mr. Perry said. 

On discovering that the two prod- 
ucts were not listed in the genera} 
reduction Mr. Perry investigated: the 
ease and found that there was a 
chanee also to obtain a _ reduction 
on these products. He took the mat- 
te: up with the Washington commis- 
sion and was successful in having the 
reductions made. 

“It is estimated that at least a hun- 
dred carloads of freight will be bene- 
fited by this reduction, although much 
of last year’s crop of beans and peas 
has been shipped. Next fall the full 
advantage of the reductions will be 
an by the farmers,’ Mr. Perry 
said.

At first the dominating influence!

pronounced in the wheat market. The 
May delivery in the last hour reached 
17.75 and July 17.23 from. which 
there were slight reactions near the 
close, although .final prices were 11 
to 23 points net higher. 

Because of decided = strength at 
Liverpool, which was considered signif- 
icant in view of the Irish situation, 
the local market opened firm and 
7 to 13 points higher.

“You can’t ofganize the farmera: 
one might just as well’ try to bald on 
armful of green peas as to organize 
the farmers of ia,” declared 
J. E. Conwell, ‘president of the tem- 
porarily crganized Georgia Cotton 
Growers’ Co-operative association, 
Wednesday night, at a meeting of the 
Atlanta Retail Food Dealers’ asso- 
— in the Chamber of Commerce 


ing. : 

“What should be done,” continued 
Mr. Conwell, “is to organize the farm- 
ers’ products; you can do that. Cali- 
fornia did it by contracting with fhe 
individual farmers for a ‘certain kind 
of product and a certain amount of 
acreage of that produect.* As-a result 
not only is the farmer in California 
independent, but the people of every 
class in the cities are the recipients 
of much of the prosperity.” : 

Mr. Conwell said that a marketing 
organization must gain the confidence 
of the farmer by showing that it can 
get a better market for products than 
he can and then get him to sign a 
contract. “It’s the only way to get 
the farmers to co-operate; it has 
been done successfully in California 
and Texas, and the Georgia Cotton 
Growers Co-operative association is 
endeavoring to do it in Georgia. [I 
believe in a five-year contract.” 


Objects of Association. 

Mr. Conwell ‘said that’ the: associa- 
tion must be organized with 200,000 
bales of cotton contracted for before 
the government will aid the organiza- 
tion financially, and added that the 
association has 100,000 bales already 
under contract. He said that the 
200,000 would be contracted for by 
‘April 1 and that the organization of 
the association would then be com- 
pleted. | . 

He stressed the necessity of co- 
operation of all classes of people in 
Georgia with the farmer in bringing 
about co-operative marketing and said 
that money ig -one of the greatest 
needs of the organization. “The 
Texas Cotton Growers Co-operative 
association has received a loan of 
$15,000,000 from the federal govern- 
ment. We expect to be ready to re- 
ceive government aid by April'1, by 
which time we will be permanently 
organized.” ! 

When Mr. Conwell finished, W. 
T. Allen, treasurer of the Atlanta Re- 
tail Food Dealers’ association, said 
that the question of getting Georgia 
fermers to co-operate .in marketing 
was a different thing from getting 
those in California and Texas to do so. 


Difficulties Shown. 


“The Georgia cotton grower ranges 
from the most ignorant negro to the 
United States Senator. The cotton 
grower ‘is not one in a social, color 
or financial class. Also~the cotton 
farmer has worked for generations in 
one little circle. His horizon has 
been narrow and you will be able to 
get him to co-operate in only one way, 
and that is to show him that he will 
not surrender his rights by co-operat- 
ing, or letting an organization sell 
his @op which he has for generations 
been selling himself. He asks if the 
organization can sell his goods better 
than himself. and can’t see how it can 
be done. ‘The difficulty is to con- 
vince him that he will not be sur- 
rendering his rights.” 

Mr. Conwell answered that people 
said the same before the Texas Cot- 
ton Growers’ Co-operation association 
was fwly organized, and the results 
showed that those people were wrong. 
“Why, taka the facts of the case,” 
be said, “150,000 contracts have been 
signed by the farmers of the cotton 
belt on the co-operative by our asso- 
ciation with as many farmers. What 
the most intelligent and successful 
farmer should do is to tell the farmer 
in the lower scale of the value of the 
co-operative marketing plan and con- 
vince him that he will not be surren- 
dering his rights.” 

W. T. Aiken was the first speaker 
of the meeting. He made a‘str@ng 
appeal for diversification of crops by 
Georgia famers as their only financial 
salvation. He declared that the suc- 
cessful farmer is the one who raises 
every necessary food on his own place, 
and declared further that if for twen- 
ty-five years the price were to remain 
ai 40 cents a pound and the boll 
weevil were to be exterminated dur- 
ing that time, the Georgia farmer 
would at the end of. the twenty-five 
years be bankrupt. 

Takes More Work. 

‘The farmer should raise products 
other than cotton,” Mr. Aiken de- 
clared, “but he hates the idea of rais- 
ing, say twelve different kinds in 
preference to one—cotton. It would 
take more work; he has for genera- 


‘tions raised practically nothing but 


cotton, and he is dazed at the idea 
of a change. We have got to help 
him, for the good time people talk 
about nowadays will never come until 
the farmer prospers, and until he does 
people in the city won't. 

“In one thing the farmers of Geor- 
gia are woefully deficient and that 
is in the. knowledge of how to pack 
and ship his crops. He should be 
taught those things. If you told a 


know how to make her ‘butter ready 
for market, she would bitterly resent 
it, but the truth is that 98 per cent 
of Georgia women’s butter is not fit 
for marketing.” 

J. H. Bullard, president of the as- 
sociation, acknowledged that Georgia 
imports yearly 1,000,000 pounds of 
butter, but said that the creameries 
now being established throughout the 


} state are rapidly replacing the foreign 


butter. 

Mr. Aiken praised the movement for 
co-operative marketing, stating that is 
greatly needed, and also praised the 
market bulletin, published by the 
state. Mr. Bullard told Mr. Conwell 
when the latter’s speech was con- 
clud-d that the lagal assocaition will 
aid in the co-operation program.

There were suggestions that a result 
ef the agreement for a naval holiday 
a&S much as $200,000,000 could be 
cut from the naval bill and that 
another large sum could be saved by 
cutting down the size of the army. 
Mr. Mondell and other leaders were 
not prepared, however, to make esti!- 
mates until » more careful study of 
the subject had been made. 

With the executive known to look 
with disfavor upon either the sug- 
gested eight point tax program or a 
bond issue, sales tax proponents 
pushed their campaign with renewed 
vigor and were understood to have 
been well satisfied with the progress 
made.

HARDWICK SPEAKS 
ON INCOME TAX 


Macon, Ga., February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Addressing the Macon Rotary 
club today, Governor T. W. Hardwick 
outlined his proposed income tax plan 
for Georgia, which he estimates will 
bring an additional revenue into the 
state’s coffers of at least $2,500,000. 

A resume of the governor’s address 
is as follow:: The state must have 
more revenue. The ad valorem system 
does not touch the most valuable 
scurce of revenue, that of intangible 
property. Money must be gotten from 
the people who have it and make it. 
Other states have found t' solution of 
the problem in income tax laws. An 
income tax would require no special 
machinery, as the federal returns could 
be made th: basis for collection. 

In discussing his plan, the governor 
cited the adoption of the income tax 
in such states as New York, Illinois, 
M :ssachusetts and Nort; Carolina, 
and showed: what he termed the in- 


the taxation on promissory notes. 
“From what you hear, you would 

think nobody would have to pay in- 

comg tax in a time like this,” said the

throughout the country. He said that 
the question will be presented to the 
ordinance committee of council Fri- 
day morning at 10 o’clock and urged 
all persons interested to come be- 
fore that committee and urge upon 
it the necessity of planning for the 
future zrowth .. the city. 

Mr. Whitten went into a thorough 
discussion of the haphazard way 
Americans have constructed their 
cities and the ¢ack of iutelligence 
used in erecting Buildings of unneces- 
sary height. He told how property 
owners opposed the introduction of 
the zoning system in New York city, 
declaring that real estate values 
would decline, and told how real es- 
tate values in almost every tnstance 
had increased on its introduction. 

“That plan will succeed in Atlanta 
as well as it did in New York,” he 
said. “Some people have said that 
the zoning system is unconstitutional, 
but the highest court in New York 
and the highest court in Massachy- 
setts have upheld the constitutionality 
of the zoning system, and the supreme 
court of the United States has upheld 
the essentials of the system. , 

; Not Retroactive Measure. 

‘The system will not be retroactive. 
If we say that this or that section 
will be ret aside for resisents, the 
stores or garages already in that sec- 
tion will not be affected in any way. 
But if arother person wished to erect 
a store in that seccion after the sys- 
tem is established he will not be able 
to do so. 

_ “Nor should the system be inflex- 
ible, but should be so fixed that 
changes can be made in it when some 
future time shows that the change 
is -nzeded. However, the system 
shou'd never be changed so quickly 
as to injure any person or his prop- 
erty. If a man build a _residence 
in a residential section under the zon- 
ing system, he should be allowed to 
receive the benefits therefrom and 
no change interfering with his resi- 


dence should be made in the system 
before the lapse of a certain number 
of years, say 25 years.” 

Mr. Whitten said that real estate 
values have fallen in other cities and 
are falling in Atlanta because of hap- 
hazard building. «ie said that if a 
20-story building were constructed, the 
value would be large if the building 
has suflicient spave and light, but 
that if this building is surrounded by 
other buildings the same height or 
taller the value of the surrounded 
building will fall considerably. 


Change. Needed, He Says. 


He said that the pructice in: At- 
lanta of allowing the construction of 
warehouses or garages in residential 
sections of the city shuuld be stopped, 
because the construction of the build- 
ings are obnoxious to residents and 
cause the value of the residential 
property to decrease. ? 

“Complaints come into city hall each 
day because of this haphazard build- 
ing. The city of Atlanta is losing 
$500,000 yearly because of indiscrimi- 
nate and haphazard construction.” 


in residential sections caused a 
crease in the value of residences, and 
said that they shovld be separated. 
“Apartments are good enough for 
adults, but residences should be en- 
couraged for the good of our future 
citizens. A child bas no place in an 
apartment house for his full and satis- 
factory development.” 

Mr. Whitten said that all authorities 
are agreed on the principle that for 
the good of a city and the stabilization 
of real estate values all business and 
commercial buildings should be limited 
in height to 12 stories. He said that 
before the zoning system was intro- 
ducéd into New York city many Fifth 
avenue establishments were injured, 
because of the construction of sky- 
scrapers in adjoining side streets. 
Those big buildings housed thousands 
of people, and at noon time they 
flocked to Fifth avenue and crowded 
out any prospective purchasers from 
the Fifth avenue establishments. The 
zoning system has prevented any sim 
ilar occurrences. 

Praised by Bryan. 

Mr. Whitten was introduced and his 
work praised by Shepard Bryan, whv 
presided. He said that the Chamber 
of Commerce’is always lined up with 
any movement to better the city’s con- 
dition or to make the city more beau- 
tiful. He said that he would like’ to 
see introduced in Atlanta some system 
or law which will make Atlanta a 
beautiful city like Washington, D. C. 

He also said that Atlanta is lucky 
to get such an expert as Mr. Whitten. 
stating that the latter had successfully 
developing a zoning system for New 
York and Cleveland,| and that he is 
now employed on similar plans by In- 
dianapolis and Atlanta. -
